DR. JOHN B. HAMILTON 


E x-Surgeon of the United State* Ma­ 
line llimpilal Dead at Elgin, 111*. 
Chicago, Doe. 26.—Dr. John B. Ham- 
ilton, ox surgeon general of the United 
States Marine hospital service, died in 
Elgin, 111., Saturday night. 
For over a 
year he had been superintendent of the 
Stat** Asylum for th© Insane at Elgin, 
aa*I it was within the walls of the insti­ 
tution that he breathed his last, 
It has 
been expected for over a w ok that Iii* 
death would come at almost any time, 
as he was given up a we<*k ago by his 
physicians. While on a visit to the cast, 
two week* since, Dr. Hamilton was at­ 
tacked by a severe cold, aud in a few 
days peritonitis developed. 
In spite of 
everything that could be. done he grew 
worse rapidly, and on Dee. 18 it was de­ 
cide! by Dr. Nicholson Senti that an op­ 
eration was necessary to save the pa- 
tiout’s life. 
Th** operation was per­ 
formed, and at its conclusion Dr. Senn 
stated that in his opinion Dr. Hamilton 
had no chn tire of recovery. 
He rallied 
slightly and then began gradually sink­ 
ing until death. 
Dr. John B Hamilton 
was born iii Jersey county, Ills., in 1847 
and graduated from the Rush Medical 
college iu 1809. 
In 1874 he was ap- 
pointed assistant surgeon in the United 
m ates army and in 1870 entered the Ma­ 
rine hospital service. 
In June, 1891, he 
resigned his commission and returned 
to the ranks.

J. Bryan returned to lincoln yesterday 
afternoon aud was last night tendered a 
reception at the Oliver theater by the 
Woman’s Bimetallic league. The house 
was crowded and Colonel Bryan re­ 
ceived art ovation. He was introduced 
by Governor Holcomb, who formally

welcomed him home and complimented 
him for his patriotism in enlisting in the 
army. 
After thanking his neighbors for their , 
cordial welcome and complimenting the 
members of his regiment and Colonel 
Vifquain, in whose charge he left them, 
he justified his resignation and said: 
“Borne of these problems were under 
discussion before hostilities began; others 
have been thrust upon us as a result of 
the war. Let me improve this, my first 
opportunity to assure you that my zeal 
for the reforms advocated a few months 
ago ha.* not in the least abated. Vital 
questions cannot be killed or buried mid 
we were dealing with vital questions 
when the call to arms resounded through 
the land. 
“The American people have not ac­ 
cepted the gold standard as final. 
It 
has wrought more injustice in our coun­ 
try during the last 25 years than Spain 
has wrought in all her colonies and op­ 
position to it will grow until the gold 
aud silver coinage of the constitution is 
fully restored. Tho trusts which now 
flourish in defiance of law are more 
merciless than Weyler was and the new j 
trust—the imper money trust which is
